General Breckinridge had such a ae 


as is described, and by some means, cer- 


tainly not “by capture” in any true sense of 


that word, it fell into the hands of some one 
in Cincinnati, who wrote to General B. in 
1866 offering to sell it back to him. The 
offer was declined. 

When Gen. Breckinridge left the coun- 
wy, after the armies of the Confederacy 
had gone to pieces, his uniform, swords, 
some papers, and other personal property, 
valuable only as memorials, were left with 
a friend. A roving band of Federal cav- 
alry pillaged this baggage and carried 
away the swords. 

Civilians ourselves, it is not appropriate 
for us to measure the glory achieved by 
such a capture; we are unable to see what 
peculiar appropriateness there was in Mra. 
Smith exhibiting at the White House this 
evidence of her son’s mode of capture. 
Is at that, having failed to obtain money for 
it from Gen. Breckinridge, the captor is 
basing an application for office upon the 
sword of the Confederat Seecretary. 


Robbing Grant. 

The Kansas man, that President Grant 
nominated as Postmaster against the 
strong remonstrances of Senator Ross, was 
rejected by the Senate, although that body 
is understood to have no particular liking 


for Ross and to be disposed to put itself 


considerably out of the way to gratify just 
at this time the wishes of Grant. The 
nominee, it is expressly stated, was reject- 
ed on the sole ground that he was person- 
ally obnoxious to Ross. And the precedent 
was followed the very next day, the nomi- 
nee to a Federal office in Knoxville being 
rejected on the ground of his being per- 
sonally obnoxious toa Tennessee Senator, 
whose son-in-law was 8 candidate for the 
game office. And this was followed by the 
rejection of two nominees from Pennsyl- 
vania, the two Senators of that State ob- 
jecting on the ground that they had not 
been personally consulted. It is said to be 
a general understanding among Senators 
that all of them shall have at least a veto 
power upon the. nominations § for 
their respective States. We don’t 
expect that many of the appointments 
will. be of the 
the President or the Senate shall exer. 
cise the chief control in making them, but 
nothing can be more wrong and absurd 
than that the Senators of each individual 
State shall decide upon the parcelling out 
of the offices in such State. . The theory 
of our Government (we hate to mention 
that obsolete and despised instrument the 
Constitution) is that the President and the 
whole Senate, not the President and one 
Senator or two Senators, shall make the 
appointments. But Congress has subjuga- 
ted. the President and will encroach upon 
his prerogatives as often and as outra- 


geously as it pleases.

While be was yet a boy he came to this country 
with his father and motber, and his sister and 
his two brothers Johnny and Barney.

and “Home, Sweet Home,” and was then worth 
all that he paid for it. He visited many cities, 
and traveled through fve States. In Boston his 
music and bis armiess sleeve brought him 
more than in any other city, but the 
weather was cold, and he moved Southward. In 
August la-t be arrived in Louisvi)le, and has been 
bere ever since, except the little time he has 
spent in Cincinpati. The mailboats have permit- 
ted him to ride free—a fact which he remembers 
and speaks of. He thinks his blue coat isn’t ex- 
actly the thing for Louisville, and believes he 
would have mace more moncy in a suit of citi- 
zen's clothes; but, nevertheless, be has picked

The Second Regiment 0, 8, Infantry. 

This gallant old regiment, which left our city 
for Aanta, Ga., on the 9th inst., acted a con- 
spicuous part in the Seminole, Mexican, and late 
war, and is one of the oldest in theservice. It 
carries on its colors the names of some of the 
bloodiest felds ef the country. Among the many 
gallant spirits of the Federal and Oonfederate 
service who bave belonged to it may be meation- 
ed Casey, Heintzelman, Buckner, Brady, Riley, 
Canby, Francis Lee, and others. 

those whe bave achieved an enviable 
reputation for skill and valor in this regiment 
we may mention Brevet Brigadier General Sid- 
ney Burbank, a veteran of the old army. He 
graduated atihe Military Academy, West Point, 
in 1828, served with distinguished gallantry 
through the Mextcan war, and with especial gal- 
lantry at Chencellorsviile, and, after four years 
of arduous service, was breveted Brigadier Gen- 
eral. 

The recent consolidation of the regiment with 
another relieved Gen. Burbank of the command 
of the men who were strongly attached to their 
old commander, under whom they had served so 
long, and under whose care the regiment had 
never suffered a stam upon its colors. 

In common with many battic-scarred veterans 
who have grown gray in the service of the 
country, end shed luster upon the national arms 
by their courage and skill, Gen. Burbank finds 
himself turned adrif! on @ pittance by an un- 
grateful Republic that has had the best years of 
hie life, and deprived of the command his posi- 
tion, rank and services entitled him to. He has 
cost his lot among usto spend the remainder of 
his days. We extend a hearty welcome to him.

In the next movement, Elijah, as fa the first 
part of the oratorio, reproves Ahab for his sins 
and idolatry; and threatens bim with the Divine 
wrath—*and the Lord shall smite al! Israei’’—in 
terribie tones of denunciation. This arou-es the 
wrath of Jezebel, the Queen, who exasperates 
the people. and incites them to take the life of 
the prophet; asking themif they have pot heard 
him prophesy against Israe] and the King, charg- 
ing bim with bringing famine and distress upon 
the land; to each question they mutter, “We 
heerd it with our ears,” with increas 
ing earnestness, until it swells into 
a torrent of wrath in the words, ‘He shall per- 
ish.”’ The people are finally wrought up toa 
climax of frenzy, when Jezebel frantically calls 
upon them to seize Elijah and slaughter him. 
The chorus replies, at first incoherently, ‘Wo 
to him,” reiterated with inoreasing vehemence, 
culminating in a terrible unison of rage on the 
~ Pp “So go ye forth, seize on him, he shal! 

le.’ 

Obadiah warns Flijah of his danger, and bids 
him fy to the wilderness, comforting him, in ex- 
quisitely tender phrase, with the words, “The 
Lord, thy God, doth go with thee.’’ He obeys, 
but with spirite and strength nearly exhausted, 
exclaims, “It is eneugh; O, Lord, now take 
away my life.” This is one of the most beautiful 
bertione airs in existence, the volce and violon- 
cello producing a charming effect In the answer- 
ing passages. 

Elijab is asleep in the wilderness, the angels 
encamped rcund about him. At this point Mep- 
delssobn has written a most lovely trio for 
pranos, “Liit thine eyes to the mountains from 
whence cometh help,’”’ followed by an equally 
lovely cherus, “He watching over Israel, slum- 
ders not, nor sleeps.”’ 

El‘jah, his mission nearly accomplished, ts di- 
rected by an Angel to go to Mount Horeb. Com- 
plaining that he has labored for nanght and spent 
his strength in vaip, he invokes Jehovah to rend 
the heavens, and manifest himse?f to the conver- 
tlon of his adversaries through the wonders of 
his works—ending with an earnest praver, “Now 
let wedie.”” An Angel, in a most lovely and con- 
soling alr—“O, rest in the Lord, wait patiently on 
hia’’—preaches patience and submission. This 
air is foiowed by a choral—‘He that shall endure 
to the end, shall be saved’’—in fugue imitation, 
the paris constantly rising and falling, weaving 
together like threads of silver. 

The prophet’s journey to Mount Horeb accom- 
plished; night falling around, he calls to the 
Lord, **Be not thou far from me; my soul thirst- 
eth for Thee as a thirsty land.’”” Mendelssohn 
here introduces, im the violins,a theme used in 
the first part of the orato:io to express dearth 
ard famine. 

The ange! tells Elijah fo arise and stand on the 
mount, and veiling his face, await the coming 
of the Lord. 

The chorus following—a very effective and 
beautiful movement—opens with a rapid instru- 
mental, passage, rising from pianssimo to a 
forte, when the voices announce, “God the Lord, 
passed by, and mighty winds rent the mountains 
and brake in pieces the rocks; but the Lord was 
notin the tempest. God,the Lord, passed by, 
and the sea was upheaved; but the Lord was not 
in the earthquake.” . 

After the earthquake, there came a fire, -but 
God Was pot inthe fre. Andafter the fire, there 
came a still small voice: and in thai still small 
voice onward came thej Lord. Though .the 
prophet besought Jehovah to manifest Himself 
in His mighty works, God was not manifested in 
the feariul physical upturnings, but in the still 
smali voice. This is immediately followed by a 
quartette for sopranos, with ap accompanying 
chorus of Seraphim, “Holy, holy, holy is the 

Elijah is then commanded to return, for the 
Lord has yet seven thonsand who have not bowed 
the knee to Baal; to which he replies, “I go in 
the strength of the Lord;” and, in a beauttful air, 
expresses his Coafd: nce in his God,in the words, 
“For the mountains shall depart, and the hil s be 
removed, but thy kindness shall not depart from 
me.” This figure has an allusion to the previous 
miracle. 

The translation of the prophet is expressed in 
a sublime chorus—“Then did Elijah break forth 
like a fire; his words appeared like burning 
torches. And when the Lord would take him 
away to heaven. there came a fiery chariot and 
fiery horses; and he went by a whirlwind to 
heaven.’’ This is the dramatic climax of the 
oratorio, what follows being mostly didactic. 

The next movement is one of the Onest airs in 
the oratorio, for tenor voice—“‘Then shall the 
righteous suine forth as the sun, in their Heay- 
enly Father’s realm. 

An argel says: “Behold, God hath sent Elijah 
before the coming of the great and dreadful day 
of the Lord.”’ Thists followed bya chorus: “But 
the Lord f:0m the North hath raised up one who, 
from the rising of the sun, shall call upon his 
peme;” leading into a most delightful quartette, 
full of consolation, “O come every one that 
thirsteth; O come to the waters; come unto Him. 
O hear, and your souis shall live forever.’’ 

The fnal chorus—‘‘And then shall your light 
break forth as the light of the morning’’—though 
not as effective as some others in the work, is one 
of the broadest and most massiveof Mendels- 
sohn’s compositions. 

We hope that the Mendclssohn will at some 
future time give us an opportunity to hear the 
whole of this grand-oratorio in ope evening.
